Smart fishermen ask "sim- 
1 pie” questions. 

At least so it seems on 
occasion . . . especially to 
the green beginner who would 
rather go home skunked than 
reveal his ineptitude. 

It’s no crime to ajjk ques¬ 
tions, say the lisliing authori- 
, ties at Mercury outboards. In 
fact, the real pro always 
takes advantage of every bit 
of local advice lie can ferret 
out. 

But whom you ask is im¬ 
portant. Certainly, not every¬ 
one you run across during a 
session on the water is worth 
talking to, much less at¬ 
tempting to obtain informa¬ 
tion from. In short, seek out 
the expert. 

Don’t waste time with the 
individual who swings his 
rod like a flyswatter. He’ll be 
no real help. Neither will 'the 
bank fisherman who usually 
resents what he considers an 
invasion of his personal fish¬ 
ing territory. 

Look for the man using ar¬ 
tificials, casting smoothly 
and with little effort. Often 
this type of person not only 
can give valid information, 
but doesn't mind sharing it 
with others. 

How he is approached de¬ 
termines his responsiveness. 

Good manners and courtesy 
are the mark of top-flight 
fishermen. Extend them al¬ 
ways, and they’ll be returned 
in kind. This means moving 
up to within talking distance, 
but without disturbing an¬ 
other's fishing. Never ap¬ 
proach through a stretch of 
water he is going to fish. 

Engage in polite conversa-' 
tion. Ask your questions. 
Keep them, general about lo¬ 
cations, depths, and lures. 
Don’t expect to have the ex¬ 
act ledges and pockets pin¬ 
pointed. These you must find 
for yourself. 

Soliciting assistance Is no 
disgrace among the very best 
anglers, comment the Mcr-, 
cury lads. , 

Those who fail to ask "sim¬ 
ple” questions seldom fool the 
fish — only themselves.

Rain Reduces Visibility, Traction 


Rain is your highway enemy. 

When you meet him on the 
highway, watch out. He’s trapped 
many drivers who, didn’t take him 
seriously. 

One of his favorite tricks is 
catching unwary drivers when the 
storm first begins. The first drops 
mingle with the dust and oil, and 
this creates a greasy film that 
can throw you into a tailspin. 

Another one of his slick tricks 
is coating the road with just 
enough water so that your tires 
rise above the pavement and zip 
along on top of the water. This 
is called hydro-planing, and when 
it happens, your braking distan¬ 
ces are tripled. An average car 
will begin to hydro-plane at about 
35 miles per hour. 

He’s got other tricks, tob: Like 
soaking your brake linings so 


that your brakes fail; and reduc¬ 
ing your vision to zero with 
sheets of blinding rain. 

He’s plenty tricky, but you can 
beat him with these rain-driving 
tricks: 

1— Make sure that you have 
good tires and windshield wipers. 

2— When the rain starts, re¬ 
duce your speed by 20 per cent. 

3— Turn on your headlights so 
that other drivers can see you. 

4— If the rain becomes blind¬ 
ing, pull off the road until the 
storm eases up.
